1 . (Currently Amended) A print control method for transmitting print data from a client to a 
print server managing a printer so as to print by the printer in a network environment, the method 
comprising th e st e ps of : 

using HTTP as a communication protocol between the client and the print server; 

in the client, adding a header including information about the printer to be used to the print 
data so as to transmit the print data; 

in the print server, receiving the print data and transmitting the print data to the printer in 
accordance with the header of the print data; af^ 

in the printer, printing the print data ; and 

in the print server, converting a result of the printing or information about the printer into a 
hypertext and transmitting the result or the information to the client .

wherein the header of the print data is removed by the print server transm i tting st e p 
i nc l ud e s th e st e p of r e mov i ng th e hoador of th e print data i n th e pr i nt s e n/ e r before transmitting 
the print data to the printer. 
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4. (Currently Amended) The print control method according to claim-21, 

further comprising th e st e ps of monitoring the-a_state of the printer and generating a 
hypertext describing the state of the printer in the print server. 

5. (Currently Amended) The print control method according to claim-21, further 
comprising: th e st e ps of m e mor i zing 

managing printer information such as an address, a type oraf^a protocol of the printer^ 
or a name of the printer: 

memorizing the printer information for each printeri,and 

generating the-a_hypertext describing the printer information ifhbv the print server. 

6. (Currently Amended) The print control method according to claim-^l, further 
comprising: th e st e ps of 

memorizing the printer information in the printer and acquiring the printer information 
using SNMP as a communication protocol so as to monitor the state of the printer in the print 
server. 

7. (Currently Amended) A print server for managing a printer in a network environment, 
the printer server comprising: 

a_HTTP receiving m e ans unit that f or r e c ei v i ng receives print data using HTTP as a 
communication protocol; bb4 

a_print data transmitting m e ans for transm i tt i ng unit that transmits the print data to a 
printer as an output target in accordance with a HTTP header of the print data : and 

a PPL converting unit that iudges whether the print data is an appropriate PPL file for 
printing in the printer, and converts the print data into the appropriate PPL file corresponding to 
the printer when the print data is not the appropriate PPL file for printing in the printer . 

8. (Currently Amended) The print server according to claim 7, further comprising: 

a printer mon i toring monitor m e ans for mon i toring the -that monitors a state of the printer; 
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a.printer information managing m ea ns for manag i ng unit that manages printer information 
such as an address of the printer, a type of a device afi€l-or the communication protocol, or a 
name of the printer; 

a_printer information memorizing m e ans for momoriz i ng unit that memorizes the printer 
information for each printerT; 

a_first hypertext generating m e ans for g e n e rat i ng unit that generates a hypertext 
describing the state of the printer T: and 

a_second hypertext generating m e ans for g e nerat i ng unit that generates a hypertext 
describing the printer information, wherein a f^the print data transmitting m e ans r e mov i ng unit 
removes the header of the print data before transmitting the print data to the printer. 

9. (Currently Amended) A client comprising: 

a_printer registering m e ans for r e g i st e r i ng unit that registers and manag i ng manages 
printer information acquired from a print server managing a printer, the printer information 
including an address of the printer, a type of the printer aBd-or a communication protocol; 

a displav m e ans for d i sp l ay i ng that displays the printer information on a display screen; 

a_selecting m e ans for s e l e ct i ng unit that selects the printer to be used from the printer 
registering-meaftsunit; and 

a^HTTP transmitting m e ans for add i ng unit that adds a header including information about 
the address of the printer selected by the selecting m e ans unit to print data and for transm i tting 
transmits the print data to the print sen/e n and adds another header based on the 
communication protocol when the communication protocol is changed . 

10. (Currently Amended) A recording medium that can be read by a computer having a 
WWW server function, the recording medium storing a program comprising: 

th e st e ps of using HTTP as a communication protocol so as to receive print data from a 

client; 

adding a header including information about a printer designated by the client: and 
transmitting the print data to a -the printe r d e s i gnat e d by th e cl ie nt . 
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11. (Currently Amended) A print control system in a network environment, comprisingi: 

a HTTP server for r e c e iv i ng that receives data using HTTP as a communication protocol; 

a print server for manag i ng that manages a printer, the printer server further comprising: 

i nc l ud i ng m e ans for m e mor i z i ng a memorizing unit that memorizes printer information 
such as an address, a type a^d-or a protocol of the printer for each printeryi 

m e ans for g e n e rat i ng a generating unit that generates a hypertext describing the printer 
informationT; and 

m e ans for transm i tting a transmitting unit that transmits the hypertext to a client; af^ 

the HTTP server further comprising: i nc l uding 

m e ans for r e c ei ving a receiving unit that receives print data from the client, the 
print data including a HTTP header designating a printer to be used in accordance with the 
printer information, and 

a transmitting unit that transmits m e ans for transmitting the print data to a printer 
designated by the HTTP header. 

12. (New) A print control method comprising: 
receiving print data using HTTP; and 

adding a header including information about a printer to the received print data. 

13. (New) The print control method according to claim 1 , 

wherein the adding of the header comprises adding a header including information about 
a printer location, the method further comprising: 

generating information about the communication protocol in the print server. 

14. (New) The print control method according to claim 1, further comprising: 

generating a hypertext describing printer registration information in the printer server; and 

registering the printer in a terminal device of the client according to the generated printer 
registration information. 
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15. (New) A print control method for transmitting print data from a client to a print server 
managing a printer to print by the printer in a network environment, the method comprising: 

using a communication protocol between the client and the print server; 

in the client, adding a header including information about the printer to be used to the print 
data so as to transmit the print data, another header being added based on the communication 
protocol when the communication protocol is changed; 

in the print server, receiving the print data and transmitting the print data to the printer in 
accordance with the header of the print data; 

in the printer, printing the print data; and 

in the print server, converting a result of the printing or information about the printer into a 
hypertext and transmitting the result or the information to the client. 

16. (New) The print control method according to claim 15, wherein HTTP is used as the 
communication protocol. 
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
